Vote For A New Court House. j 

The proposition to build a new court- 
house, to be submitted at the ensuing 
election, is of vital importance to the 
people of Lincoln county. Waiving all 
discussion of the antiqua .ed appear- 
ance and lack of convenience and ac- 
commotiations of the present buildings, 
the fact remain* thst a number of skill- 
ed architects and competent workmen, 
after careful examination, have pre- 
nounced it unsafe, and several grand 
juries have condemned it as being unfit 
for use as well as dangerous. It is lia- 
ble to fall at any time, especially when 
filled with people. Surely no tax payer 
would be willing to have one person 
killed for the price of a new building, 
much less a house full. Un account of 
a lack of accommodation the fiscal 
court is now contpelled to pay rent for 
four of the officer* who should be locat- 
|ed in the court-house building. The 
I vaults are so damp that the recoids are 
I rapidly becoming ruined and this result 
; can not be avoided. Pajters filed away 
I only two year* ago are damp and mil- 
' dewed. Everyone know* the necessity 
of preserving thee* records. They con- 
tain our land titles, the record* of mar- 
riage*. the settlements of guardians 
■ and administrators, the resulf* of liti- 
gation and so on. The reports of the 
Appellate Court show that there ia no 
more fruitful source of litigation than 
where the public record* are lost, as 
has happened in many of the countie* 
by fire. The amount asked in the apppo- 
priatiun is practically no debt for Lin- 
coln county, and, considering th* pree- 
ent excessive cost of material, is as lit- 
tle as would erect a reepecUble build- 
ing. Bonds for the amount can be eas- 
ily floated at a low rate of interest on 
lung time and finally paid without any 
on* missing the money. The objection 
has been made that if there should be a 
favorable vote on the proposition the 
amount would only start the building 
and neceeeitate the calling for addi- 
tional sums with which to finish, leav- 
ing it doubtful as to the ultimate cost. 

This objection is untenable, for every 
dollar that goes into the building must 
I be obtained by a two-thirds vote of the 
people and they can control that mat- 
ter. 

Nearly every little mounUin county 
in th* State, many of them not worth 
one-tenth as much as this, ha* a hand- 
some court house building and Lincoln 
deserve* one top. 

We are in full accord with the good 
people of Lincoln county in their oppo- 
sition to a waste of the public money, 
but we are satisfied that when they be- 
come acquainted with the facts about 
the court house, which have been but 
mildly stated, that they will not hesi- 
tate to vote for the p ropoeiti » n. 

The Court of Appeals reversed the 
judgment of the Fayette Circuit Court 
in the cases of the Commonwealth 
against Moses Kaufman and Fred 
Lazarus, in which the lower court sus- 
tained a demurrer to indictment* charg- 
ing appellee* "with having unlawfully 
and willfully performing the duties of 
an election officer in such way as to 
hinder the objects of the election law” 
in the November, 1906, election, and 
remands the case* to the court below 
for trial on the indictments.

A SquarelDeal For The Railroads. 

There is sure to be much agitation 
of the two-cent-a-mile railroad rate at 
the coming session of the Legislature 
and it is just as sure that many mom 
liers will go olT half cocked. A llat 
two-cent rate for every road in Ken- 
tucky will amount to almoitt contisca- 
tion on some lines. Roads penetrating 
thickly-settled areas ran make money 
carrying passengers for two cents a 
mile. Short roads and roads traversing 
sparsely-settled districts find the two- 
cent rate unprofitable. These are con- 
ditions which should be seriously studi- 
ed bv legislative or other rate-making 
bodies to the end that justice may l»e 
done, both to the carrier and the 
traveling public. There will be little 
fellows who will try to make capital 
out of the fights on railroads, but 
those we hope will be severely sat 
upon. Hostility to railroads is nearly 
always unfounded, but knowing how 
deep-seated it is in the breast of the 
average man, many a politician has 
sought, by pandering to the unworthy 
sentiment, to ride into power and 
prominence.
